States. These help us to be of greater service to you and 
other members of our Association, as well as to those 
breeders who are not as yet members, but who we hope 
Will soon join our ranks. The leading agencies working 
with us to promote better dairying are: The County Agri- 
cultural Agents; the County and State Holstein Breeders’ 
Associations; the State Colleges; the State Departments 
or Boards of Agriculture; Chambers of Commerce; Banks; 
Railroads, and last, but by no means least, the United 
States Department of Agriculture. In addition to these 
there are the Agricultural High Scheols; Superintendents

. a corps of good cooperators, 
representing as they do the local dairy problems and 
opportunities in every state of the Union. Our Extension 
Department is assisting them in every way possible, and 
they in turn are giving valuable service to our breeders 
and to us. The result is a benefit to all interested in bet- 
ter dairying through the use of purebred Holstein-Friesian 
cattle. It is, however, with our state and county Holstein- 
Friesian Associations that we are cooperating the closest. 
They form the gctive working arms of our National Asso- 
ciation. Together we are carrying on an Extension Ser- 
vice which directly benefits the owners of our breed of 
cattle, and thereby results in the greater production of 


retail 
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dairy products, and these more economically and efficiently. 
We are in touch with over 200 of the county clubs in 
twenty-eight (28) different states. There are in addition 
thirty-three (33) state clubs. Thus, you will see that there 
are a great many organized Holstein associations through 
which we can work to promote the interest and welfare 
of our breed and its owners. In looking over our data 
we find there are states which have no Holstein clubs; 
others which have a state club and no county organiza- 
tion; and still other states having local or county clubs 
but no state association. In all of these we have members 
and it is our desire to help them, as well as others inter- 


ested in our breed, to get together and form Holstein, 


associations, as we believe it is through these groups of 
breeders working as a unit and affiliated with our National 
Association, that the most good can be accomplished. We 
have also noted on the map, by use of gold colored pins, 
counties which at present have no club, but in which there 
are opportunities to form associations. These are com- 
munities where there are from twenty to fifty Holstein 
breeders within a given county who are members of our 
Association. Of these communities there are over seventy. 
There is no doubt, if we were to base the opportunities for 
clubs upon breeders of Holsteins rather than only those 
who are members of our Association, and also upon those 
definitely interested in our breed, there would be upwards 
of one hundred and fifty (150) counties where Holstein 
clubs could be formed to advantage. From what has been 
said no one can doubt the fact that there is plenty of 
work to be done. I could go on and enumerate in detail 
the other agencies with which we are cooperating and 
how they are _ distributed 
over the country but it is 
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where the activity or prospective activi 
the interest, warrants, such men could wun nae = 
gaged by county Holstein associations. It is a well > = 
nized fact that our state and local breed organizations 4, 
not accomplish as much as they should, because there is 
no one who can give enough of his time and thought to 
the affairs of the local club. These Holstein fieldm “ 
should be men of high character, experience and stews : 
ing. They should co-operate very closely with their pred 
club, and the Extension Department of our National tog 
ciation. There is a great deal for each of our numerous 
Holstein organizations to do in promoting better dairyin : 
Definite plans for each year need to be carefully warkas 
out. This is often done, but falls short of execution, be- 
cause there is no one person who has the time to s 
that these plans are carried out. 7 
I wish at this time to suggest a somewhat definite pro- 
gram for our local Holstein associations to follow the 
coming year. In the first place arrange a time and place 
for at least six meetings during the year. More can be 
held to advantage, but hardly less than six, and surely 
not fewer than four. Frequent meetings keep up the inter- 
est, and interest results in progress along all lines inter- 
ested in. Programs for all meetings should be carefully 
planned. These to include matters of business, and also 
topics of educational value. Besides the regular meetings 
each club should plan to be represented at all annual 
events of dairy and agricultural interest with a creditable 
Holstein-Friesian booth. A good booth at a county or state 
fair, together with a group of enthusiastic and successful 
Holstein breeders in attendance, will do much to further 
breed activities, and should 
be a feature of the work of

use of the purebred sire in 
the grade herds, because we 
know from experience, and from the experiment station 
records that purebred Holstein sires have increased milk 
production as much as 90 per cent, and butterfat produc- 
tion as high as 59 per cent in the first generation heifers 
from scrub cows. We also wish to increase the milk pv‘o- 
duction, not only through the use of better bred cattle, but 
through more efficient dairy herd management. 

The Extension Department is helping the breeders and 
owners of Holstein cattle to bring about maximum results 
along these very lines. It also helps in many ways to 
increase the popularity of the breed in new territory, as 
well as assisting the Holstein clubs and individual breed- 
ers to further the popularity of the breed in their own 
community. We are doing this through cooperation with 
the local clubs, and the individual breeders, as well as 
with the other agencies, already mentioned, and by per- 
sonal help from our office. 

We send material in the shape of educational pamphlets, 
placards, and photographs, together with lantern slides 
and moving picture films, all of which help to acquaint 
our breeders with better dairy practices, as well as aiding 
them to interest others in our breed. This material is 
furnished without cost, and in quantities sufficient to meet 
every local need. We also assist in planning the programs 
for the meetings of many of the Holstein clubs, as well as 
securing the speakers. 

This leads to a subject which is receiving considerable 
attention in many of our leading Holstein, states, as well 
as the states which desire to become leaders in the Hol- 
stein dairy world. I refer to the employment, in these 
localities, of men to devote the major portion of their 
time in advancing Holstein interests. These to be em- 
ployed by the state Holstein associations. In some cases, 


as well as how to market 
dairy products more advan- 
tageously, including the sale of surplus stock. 2. County 
as well as state campaigns to improve the common dairy 
stock, through the elimination of the scrub and grade 
sires, and in their places the use of purebred Holstein-Frie- 
sian bulls. 3. Encouragement and support of the junior 
club work, particularly as it applies to Holstein calf clubs 
or junior Holstein cow clubs. 4. Educational campaigns 
to promote a greater use and appreciation of Holstein 
milk and dairy products. 5. A census of the herds in the 
county to be taken at least quarterly. This will provide 
valuable information and aid in the better sale of stock. 
6. A larger and better showing of Holstein cattle at the 
fairs. Thus it will be seen that there is ample opportunity 
for work to be carried on by our individual Holstein breed- 
ers through their local Holstein clubs.. This can best be 
accomplished under the direction of a club leader, who 
can devote his entire time and ability in assisting them 
to improve dairying in their localities, and also advance 
the interest in their favorite breed, as well as to further 
its introduction into new territory, and secure for the 
club members greater returns from their own herds. 3 
The work of the Extension Department of your National 
Association will, to a large degree, be along similar lines. 
This work, however, is national and international in its 
scope for as you will notice in my report and by reference to 
the map of the world, we are carrying on our extension 
service in many foreign countries. These include eighteen 
(18) of the Latin-American countries, as well as numerous 
islands of the sea, and also places in Europe, Asia and 
Africa. There is a wonderful opportunity for us in these 
foreign lands in the near future, which I believe worth 
our attention. We have numerous plans for the coming 
year as well as the material and other means for their 
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on. The degree of success with which our work will 

rried on depends to a great degree upon the coopera- 
be 0 e receive, not only from our local Holstein-Friesian 
08 ations but also from the many other cooperators 
hom we are working.

I wish, in closing, to mention briefly a few of the lead- 
ing projects which we are planning to carry on this year. 
They are (1) to increase the assistance which we give our 
Holstein breeders and the prospective breeders along all 
lines which will aid them to secure greater net returns from 
their herds. To do this we are planning on increasing our 
acquaintance and relationship among all dairymen, as 
well as enlarge the service which we will render to them. 
(2) We are arranging to increase the number of our 
cooperators, and also include new agencies with which to 
cooperate. In this way the benefits of our Association will 
reach a greater number of people interested in our breed. 
(3) We shall help to organize many new Holstein clubs. 
(4) We are planning to launch a National Purebred Hol- 
stein Sire Campaign. This is to be carried on in coopera- 
tion with the purebred sire campaigns now in progress and 
also to launch out into new 
territory through local co-op- 


executi 
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Extension Department plans also to provide signs to be 
used in the purebred sire campaigns where Holstein bulls 
are used. These to read: “Purebred Holstein-Friesian Sire 
Used on this Farm.” These signs to be shown on ail 
farms where the bulls of our breed are being used. 

In conclusion permit me to repeat that it is the desire 
of the Extension Department to assist everyone interested 
in our breed of cattle to increase the efficiency of their 
dairy herds. We wish also to further extend the popularity 
of our breed, and help the dairy industry in every way we 
can to improve the common herds. We want further to 
help spread the gospel of Use More Milk and Dairy Pro- 
ducts. To accomplish these desires and aims we need the 
cooperation and active support of all present and future 
owners of Holstein-Friesian cattle. 

I am sure that all of us here appreciate the great oppor- 
tunity for Extension work with our breed, as do also the 
thousands of Holstein breeders who could not be with 
us today. I want to thank you for your kind attention, and 
trust that together we can all boost for More and Better 
Holsteins on Every Farm, and thus bring about marked 
improvement in dairy farming throughout our beautiful 
country.

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Persistent Producers

HEN we think of persistent pro- 

ducers—cows that make good 

records year after year—our minds naturally turn 
to May Echo Sylvia, Tilly Alcartra, Segis Fayne Johanna, 
as outstanding every year performers. In the past few 
years, and especially in the past few months, so much has 
been written about these three great cows that whatever 
I might say about them would be merely tabulating and 
bringing together knowledge that the majority of my read- 
ers already possess. It is the purpose of this series to 
have not received quite so much attention in the immediate 
hace not received quite so much attention in the immediate 
past, however much they might merit such attention. 

When word came to us a few weeks ago that Kookee 
De Kol 2d, owned by J. Gerow Dutcher, Pawling, N. Y., had 
finished a record of over 36 lb. butter from 740 lb. milk 
in 7 days, it flashed across our minds that here was a 
cow with four different 30-lb. records, every one of them 
made from over 700 lb. milk. On further investigation, it 
proved that our fair heroine has made four 30-day records 
above 128 lb. (3 of them above 130 lb.), and four above 
2900 lb. milk, of which three were above 3000 lb. Right 
there the idea oc- 
curred to me to work 
out a series of every 
year producers, start- 
ing with Kookee De 
Kol 2d, and here is the 
result of that idea. 

Kookee De Kol 2d 
was born Aug. 25, 
1910. She was bred by 
A. S. Baldwin, Patter- 
son, N. Y. and is a 
daughter of Count 
Perfection DeKol, who 
has several daughters 
with creditable rec- 
ords besides Kookee. 
He is a son of Lord 
Netherland De _ Kol 
Count, and hence is a 
brother to a 28-lb. cow 
that has a  31.99-lb. 
daughter. Her dam is 
a 20-lb. ddughter of 
Prince Karl De Kol, 
who was by a proven 
son of De Kol 2d’s 
Butter Boy 3d—noth- 
ing sensational, you 
see, but good, strong, 
conservative breeding 

About the time she was two years old, Kookee De Kol 
2d was sold with her dam and her maternal sister, one 
year younger, to Towner Kent, also of Patterson. Here 
some months later all three freshened and were put on 
test. The dam, Kookee De Kol, made the 20-lb. record 
above referred to from over 580 lb. milk. The younger sis- 
ter, Kookee De Kol 3d, at 26 months old, made a record of 
14.82 lb. butter from 415 lb. milk; and our heroine made 
the smallest record of the three—14.69 lb. butter from 
346.6 lb. milk at 2 yr. 10 mo. 

It was after these records were made that Mr. Kent sold 
the two daughters to Mr. J. Gerow Dutcher, of Pawling, 
N. Y., where Kookee De Kol 2d made her first really cred- 
itable record. Her other records followed year by year, 
until now she has the following string, all made by Mr. 
Dutcher:

727 lb. milk in 7 days and of close to 137 Ib. oan ri 
3056 lb. milk in 30 days is, of course, quite unusual In- 
deed, “unusual” is a mild term with which to describe the 
“unusualness” of this average, for there is no other cow 
in the United States that has ever equalled all these aver. 
ages for both milk and butter in both the seven and the 
thirty-day divisions, and May Echo Sylvia, the Canadian 
phenomenon, is the only cow anywhere that has even 
approached these figures. Her average for four 30-day rec- 
ords stands second to 
May Echo Sylvia for 
milk as well as for 
butter, and her aver. 
age for four 7-day 
milk records stands 
in third place. Her 
five records average 
29.82 lb. butter from 
651.3 lb. milk. 

A story of Kookee 
De Kol 2d would not 
be complete without 
some mention of her 
daughter, Hedgelawn 
Kookee, also owned 
by Mr. Dutcher. This 
daughter, just after 
reaching maturity, 
made a record of 713.- 
8 lb. milk containing 
almost 25-lb. butter in 
7 days, milking 103.4 
Ib. in a day. She al- 
ready had a 4-year- 
old record of 24.44 Ib. 
butter from 638.3 Ib. 
milk in 7 days, also a 
30-day record of 99.13 
lb. butter from 2716.8 
lb. milk. Her 3-year-old record is also very creditable, 560.7 
lb. milk containing 21.41 lb. butter in 7 days and 2396.5 Ib. 
milk containing 87.74 lb. butter in 30 days. 

Kookee De Kol 2d has been a conspicuous figure in 
the Association Prize List for the past four years. She 
has won sixteen prizes including a fourth, a fifth, three 
sevenths, two ninths and two elevenths. The total of her 
winnings for the four years is the impressive figure of 
$246, and there has not been a year in the last four that 
she did not win over $50, the amounts increasing each 
year from $53.75 in 1915-16 to $81 in 1918-19, the official 
year just past. Her story is a story of progress, every year 
being just a little better than her last, and as she is still 
a young cow—not yet nine years old—and still in the same 
capable hands that developed her, we can expect to make 
important additions to this story as years g0 by. Kookee 
De Kol 2d is not the quitting kind.

| values are progressing upward. A study of the recent 
sale reports appearing in the World shows that the 
first half of the calendar year 1919 is ending in a blaze 
of glory. Without having the definite figures at hand, we 
believe we are conservative in making the statement that 
the average for the sales held during the first half of the 
present year is from 60 per cent to 75 per cent higher than 
it has ever been before during a similar period. This is 
accounted for in part by the extraordinary figures attained 
at the sale of the Cabana herd. But it will be found that 
the Minnesota breeders sale, report of which appears in this 
issue, shows almost as high an average and perhaps a more 
consistent one. It must be remembered also that in last 
year’s figures appeared the Milwaukee sale with its aver- 
age of $2430, now relegated to third position among the 
dairy cattle sales in the matter of average price. We find 
also that during the present year a far greater proportion 
of the sales have made a creditable showing. Very, very 
few have shown an average below $200, while almost half 
of them have been above $300. This indicates a consistent 
and healthy demand that is bringing prosperity in greater 
degree than ever before. It has been maintained that in 
the Holstein breeding establishment the calves are the 
main product, and the milk the by-product. This fact is 
emphasized by the increasingly higher prices that Holsteins 
of both sexes are commanding. In this way breeders, who 
in the past perhaps have been skimping their calves in 
order to have more milk to sell. are realizing that there is 
real money in the increase of their herds, properly grown 
and taken care of. The importance of this subject will, 
we are confident, be further emphasized when our recently 
authorized census has been completed. Those who have 
made a study of conditions are of the opinion that there 
are far less purebred registered Holstein females of milk- 
ing age than most of us have been led to suppose. Thus 
when the figures are collected and made public, we are all 
likely to have a keener appreciation of the value of our 
purebreds. Some hold that the higher range of prices is 
explained by the fact that money is cheap. This in our 
judgment answers the question only in part, and a minor 
part at that. We do not believe it can be controverted that 
the upward trend of prices for Holsteins, east, west, north, 
south, is due in very large measure to that inexorable ba- 
rometer—the law of supply and demand. Just as fast as 
the demand continues to advance beyond the supply, just 
so fast and so long will Holstein prices continue to rise. 
One of the important reasons for the census will be the 
part it will play in dispelling any lingering suspicion in 
the mind of anyone that supply would catch up with de- 
mand, and the bottom drop out from under the Holstein 
market. We are satisfied that the man with a herd of 
healthy, well-built Holsteins has an investment that will 
continue to appreciate in value and return him handsome 
dividends as well, not just annually or semi-annually, but 
every day in the year.

difficulty in catching for years, if at all. A progressive mi- 
nority of our breeders have been tying their faith to the 
long-time records for a number of years back, and while 
they have had a good and steadily growing demand for 
their surplus, it has been indisputable that in the public 
sales, where our values are very largely established these 
year records received far less consideration than they 
should. But now comes a break. The Philadelphia and 
Minnesota Breeders’ sales have passed into history. The 
former, held in a section of the country that has been most 
unappreciative of the year record, contained a few animals 
of outstanding backing from the long-time standpoint. The 
returns show that the two highest priced bulls of this sale 
were also the two best bred bulls from the yearly stand- 
point. Both had averages for their seven nearest dams of 
better than 1000 lbs. butter. Both also were purchased by 
breeders in the East. Also, with the exception of the 51- 
lb. cow, who of course topped the sale, the highest priced 
female was backed by long-time records, her two nearest 
dams averaging over 31,000 Ibs. milk and 1200 lbs. butter. 
In the Minnesota Breeders’ sale the basis of the whole sale 
was long-time work, and the sale was held in a section 
that has been foremost in promoting the long-time idea. 
The results however were beyond the fondest dreams of 
the men who organized the sale, and this week we can 
publish the significant news that the first consignment sale 
put on from the basis of the long-time production has es- 
tablished a new world’s record average for a consignment 
sale, exceeding the Milwaukee average by nearly $500 per 
head. The even demand from beginning to end is shown 
by the fact that almost 70 per cent of the offerings sold for 
$1000 or over, which is likewise a new achievement in pub- 
lic sale history. It is worth noting that in both sales men- 
tioned the health of the animals was above suspicion, and 
the individuality of the offerings was in keeping with the 
pedigree. Further there was a good balance between the 
short-time and long-time records, which suggests the 
thought that in future breeders who wish to develop top- 
price animals cannot afford to disregard either class of 
records but must make good in both. 


What About the 305-Day Test ? 


HE development of the 305-day division under the 

I new conditions will be watched with a great deal of 
interest. In the past it has added very little to the 
value of the long-time work, and on the other hand has 
meant considerable additional detail in the Advanced 
Registry office. Only a comparatively small number of 
cows have made records exclusively in this division in 
fulfillment of the original purpose for which it was in- 
augurated. Under present conditions with the addition of 
a provision that the cow shall freshen again within four- 
teen months from previous calving, it seems certain that 
this test will appeal to many breeders who in 
the past have objected to the long-time test. Several 
breeders have indicated their intention of starting 
practically their whole herds in 305-day test, with 
the idea of making a large number of tests that will 
be a credit to all concerned without running the risk of 
barrenness from holding them opén too long before breed- 
ing, and without the economic loss resulting from delayed 
calving and consequent decrease in the number of calves 
born in the herd every twelve months. As it now stands

MINNESOTA STATE ASSOCIATION SUMMER PICNIC 
(Staff Correspondence. ) 


The annual summer meeting and picnic of the Minne- 
sota Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Association at Moorhead 
June 11, 1919 was the banner gathering in the history of 
the organization. With the big sale scheduled for the next 
day, breeders from all over the state and adjoining states 
were on hand for the occasion. In the morning a business 
mecting was held with about two hundred breeders in at- 
tendance. ,Mayor Humphrey in his address of welcome 
turned over the keys of “the biggest little city where the 
west begins,” and a fitting resnonse in behalf of the Asso- 
ciation was returned by President E. T. Winship. 

F. T. Price by request gave a brief report of the 

things that were accomplished at the annual meeting of 
the National Association at Philadelphia. The action taken 
at that time seemed to meet the enthusiastic approval of 
the Minnesota breeders, who are even now making de- 
nite plans for entertaining the 1920 convention in a manner 
that will befit the importance of the event to northwestern 
Holstein interests. 
_ Prof. C. H. Eckles, who has recently assumed his du- 
ties as head of the Dairy Department at the University of 
Minnesota, outlined some of the plans he has in mind to 
work out in cooperation with the breeders of the state. He 
made a strong plea for the united and active support of 
the Holstein men, and from the temper of this meeting he 
may be assured that it will be forthcoming. 

W. A. McKerrow, who is state Extension leader in 
Minnesota, was the next speaker. His subject was Organi- 
zation, and it was treated in a masterly manner. He stated 
that the problem of keeping the boys and girls on the 
farms was a problem of making farm conditions more 
inviting. In working out this problem, better cattle are

Had Mr. Cortelyou done no other service for Holstein- 
Friesian interests in America this fact alone should ever 
serve to distinguish him above his fellows. 

It is, therefore, with most sincere regret and a deep 
sense of personal loss from his immediate associates upon 
this Board, that we spread upon the minutes of this 
Association this brief expression of our regard and sense 
of our loss. 











fundamental. A strong plea was made for the elimination 
of jealousy and factional feeling as being the most unfor- 
tunate thing that can creep into an organization. State, 
County and local organizations should cooperate with each 
other, and their work should all dove-tail together for a 
common purpose. The importance of publicity for milk 
and dairy products was urged, and the point was made that 
this question is not a matter for scattering individual con- 
tributions to take care of, but that every producer should 
meet: his proportionate share of the cost, just as he will 
receive his proportionate share of the benefits. We should 
not only carry on a strong campaign of newspaper and 
magazine advertising, but should take advantage of the 
wonderful opportunities offered by the schools. The speak- 
er also urged the extension of the State Dairy Council idea 
into every county of the state. The report of some of 
the activities of the extension department in securing 
publicity for butter through store window cards met with 
applause. “Wholesome Butter Produced on the Farms of 
This County,” was the legend that was competing with 
the “Troco” and “Nut Margarine” signs. Other points 
touched upon were a state-wide purebred sire campaign, 
calf club work with the boys and girls, and the project of 
making Minnesota entirely disease-free. 

An interesting discussion followed on the subject of 
how. best to improve the condition in the state in regard 
to scarcity of competent practicing veterinarians. Among 
those participating in the discussion were John B. Irwin, 
Prof Eckles and W. F. Schilling. It was decided to take 
the matter up as an organization with the state Board of 
Regents looking toward the establishment of courses in 
veterinary instruction at the State University. 

Secretary Bertram D. Scott then reported on the activi- 
ties of his office, which has now developed into a position 
requiring the entire time of the man who holds it. By 
unanimous vote, the Board of Officers, acting with a com- 
mittee of seven appointed by the President will work 
out the necessary details to reorganize the Association and 
put it in a position to take care of the duties devolving up- 
on it under present day conditions. As a result of the sale 
June 12 the state association has some $15,090 in its treas- 
ury, and is therefore in a splendid position to carry on the 
work it has started so effectively. 

Handsome silver cups were on display. One of these 
was donated by the City of Moorhead, and was to be 
awarded to the county organization whose members made 
the highest average in the sale. The other was donated by 
J. C. Marlow to the county organization having the largest 
membership representation at the meeting. In both cases 
the cup must be won three different years before becoming 
the permanent property of any organization.

D. Q@. GRABILL ADDRESS ST. LAWRENCE CLUB 
Staff Correspondence. 


All kinds of Breeders’ Associations are valuable and 
breeders should organize, but these organizations should 
not be of a political nature and should steer clear of 
politics, according to D. Q. Grabill of Wisconsin, who ad- 
dressed the St. Lawrence County Holstein-Friesian Breed- 
ers Club in their meeting at Edwards, N. Y., June 12. Mr. 
Grabill, who is publicity and extension man for the James 
Company, manufacturers of barn equipment, gave a very 
interesting talk to the forty-odd breeders present. He 
spoke of the increase in dairy interest in the South, stating 
that in nine southern states there has been during the 
past year more increase in dairying than in all the rest 
of the United States together. The Holstein organization 
is the strongest in the world, but nothing is gained by 
fighting the other breeds. There is room enough for all. 
Better fight to replace the scrub with the purebred. He 
lauded the extension service of the national association, 
spoke favorably of the coming Holstein census, and of the 
experiments of Dr. McCollum. We must, he said, double 
the market for milk and milk products in the interests of 
health and efficiency of the world, and this can be done by 
advertising. He spoke of the work of the Wisconsin Dairy 
Council, an organization of producers, manufacturers and 
distributors of milk and milk products. manufacturers of 
dairy and creamery machinery and of barn equipment. 
The dairy cow is the greatest of all machines, turning 
food into milk. and it is our duty to run that machine 
efficiently. Profits should be increased but not by making 
the price of milk prohibitive, but rather by cutting down 
cost of production. 

The small breeder can be reached by several agencies, 
such as bull associations, testing associations. etc. Why 
not have junior cow clubs as well as calf clubs, then the 
boy can pay for his cow’s feed with her milk and can 
make it a strict business proposition, with accurate rec- 
ords of cost kept.

SHEBOYGAN COUNTY BREEDERS’ MEETING 


A meeting of the Sheboygan County Holstein Breeders’ 
Association was held at Plymouth, Wis., May 24, and was 
one of the best meetings ever held by the Association, 
M. J. Hoppert, county agent and secretary of the Associa- 
tion, made an appeal for a campaign to wipe out the scrub 
bull, and the first steps toward such a campaign were 
taken. Literature is to be sent to every township urging 
farmers who own scrub cattle to get rid of them, and 
to substitute purebreds, or at least good grades in their 
place. The Association also intends to make use of the 
columns of the local newspapers to wage their campaign. 
ene Publicity Committee was appointed-to direct the 
work. 

Another campaign favored by the Association is an 
educational campaign to boost dairy projects, and it was 
voted to contribute one cent for every 100 lbs. of butter- 
fat produced to aid this publicity work. The work will be 
under the direction of the Wisconsin Dairy Council, and 
a Finance Committee was also appointed to promote an 
organization of educational and economic scope for the 
purpose of inducing a more general appreciation and use 
of dairy products in the home. Mr. A. Zelm was elected 
chairman of this committee. A. G. Glover, of Fort Atkin- 
son, president of the Wisconsin Dairy Council, gave a 
spirited address favoring such a campaign, and the action 
taken by the Association was in great measure due to Mr. 
Glover’s suggestions. : 

One of the principal speakers at the meeting was B. H. 
Raul, chief of the Dairy Division of the Bureau of Agri- 
culture, Washington, D. C. 

The speaker pointed out the good results which would 
follow if every herd of cattle in the county was tested and 
placed on the accredited list. “If that was so in Sheboygan 
county,” he declared, “the community would be so placed 
on the map that it would be known to the four corners of 
the earth and Sheboygan county would be known as the 
brightest spot in the state of Wisconsin.” Mr. Raul asserted 
that the war had done more for showing the value of milk 
than what anyone or any organization could have done 
in many years under normal conditions. He cited instances 
where milk had been used in large quantities in certain

A SPLENDID MARYLAND 
ESTABLISHMENT 

Our readers may be interested in 
the accompanying illustrations, show- 
ing views of the dairy barn of John M. 
Dennis, whose farm at Lutherville, 
Md. is under the management of 
Homer B. Dunham. Not only is the 
outside of the barn very attractive but 
there are several features of interest 
about the interior. Observe that there 
are no stanchions and that each animal 
is tied in a separate stall with her own 
individual manger and drinking basin. 
The partitions are all of piping, so 
that one can look down the line of cows 
and have no part hidden by solid par- 
titions. This is the proper setting 
for Mr. Dennis’ beautiful show herd, 
with which he hopes and expects to 
clean up the show circuit this fall.

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GLEANINGS FROM THE GARDNER REPORT 


Report No. 10 from the Advanced Registry office is, so far as short time 
work is concerned, the greatest report of the year thus far, with the possible 
exception of Report No. 1. In this report are the names of five 40-lb. cows, in- 
cluding the world’s champion junior four-year-old, and also a 40-lb. senior three- 
year-old. The report contains the names of no less than thirty-four cows that 
have made records above 30 lbs. each, of which twenty-seven are new 30-lb. 
cows and seven are repeaters. This brings the total of new 30-lb. cows for the 
official year 1918-19 up to two hundred seven, and brings the total repeaters up 
to forty-seven. The grand total of 30-lb. cows is now 1395 up to the last report, 
including tests received by the Advanced Registry office prior to April 5. The 
next report should bring the grand total to well over 1400. There are now four- 
teen 40-lb. cows reported for 1918-19. 

The leader of the aged cow class is Miss Pietertje Alexina 2d, owned by 
Hargrove and Arnold Holstein Co., Norwalk, Iowa, with a record of 678.3 lbs. 
milk containing 42.42 lbs. butter. This, as has been mentioned several times 
before in the World, is the state record for Iowa. 

_ Another state champion is also reported at this time—the California cow 
Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid, owned by Bridgford Co., Knightsen, Cal. This 
wonderful cow made the following records:

Her 30-day record stands first for the year for butterfat as well as for 
milk. Her seven and thirty-day butter records are both state records. 

The third 40-lb. cow in the full aged class is Ruby Pietertje Butter Boy, 
bred by Jabez Smith & Son, of Newark Valley, N. Y., and owned by Abbott & 
Clark, Cortland, N. Y. This cow, a daughter of Colie Change, made a record of 
40.26 lbs. All three of the above mentioned cows had previously made 30-lb. 
records. 

Another good one, although she fell short of the 40-lb. mark, is Viola Aaggie 
Princess, owned by Oneida Community, Ltd., Kenwood, N. Y. This cow, who 
had a four year old record of 33 lbs., raised these figures this year to 37.28 lbs. 
butter. She is a daughter of the former Oneida Community herd sire, De Kol 
Butter Boy Prince 4th. 

The 30-lb. record of Artis De Kol Boon (31.82 lbs.), owned by Flock Brew- 
ing Co., Williamsport, Pa., is chiefly interesting because her dam and second 
dam are both 30-lb. cows, the three forming one of the 26 combinacions of three 
direct generations of 30-lb. cows. 

Another good combination is completed in this report in the record ot 
Ruby Walker Pieterje 3d (30.41 lbs.), owned by A. A. Hartshorn Holstein Co., 
Hamilton, N. Y., whose first, second and third dams are all 30-lb. cows, making 
one of the two combinations of four direct generations of 30-lb. cows. 

A very persistent producer in this report is Anna Lenox De Kol 2d, owned 
by the Yates Farm, Orchard Park, N. Y., with a record of 30.65 lbs. This is 
her second record above 30 lbs., and she also has made two more records 
above 29 Ibs each. 

In the senior four-year-old class, the leader of this report, is an Ohio cow, 
Briar Jannek Jewel 2d, owned by G. B. Roice, Wellington. This heifer made a 
record of 30.15 lbs. butter in 7 days. She is a daughter of Albina Butter Boy, 
and hence a sister to the 40-lb. cow, Albina Josie 

The outstanding producer in the junior four-year-old class of this revovt 
is Katie Paul Burke, the world’s champion junior four-year-old, owned by 
Abbott & Clark, Cortland, N. Y. Her records of 44.62 lbs. butter in seven days 
and 167.96 lbs. in 30 days are world’s records in her class by good margins, 

There are several other notable producers in this class besides the world’s 
champion, one of the best of them being Johanna Pietertje Fayne with a record 
of 34.89 lbs. butter in seven days. She is a daughter of Finderne Pietertje 
Fayne, and was bred by David Junroe, Spokane, Wash. Her present owner is 
Bernhard Meyer, Finderne, N. J. 

Three others in this class made 30-lb. records, namely Oatka Pontiac Korn- 
dyke, Queen Easle Korndyke Hengerveld and Elzevere De Kol Hengerveld. 

The senior three-year-old class of this report is led by Matador Hengerveld 
Bess, whose record of 40.59 Ibs. butter in seven days wins first Association prize 
for the official year just passed. This splendid heifer who made her record 
for Pine Grove Farms, was sold in the recent Pine Grove sale for $12,200 to 
Bloomingdale Farms, Somerville, N. J. 

The junior three-year-old class brings out a great producer in Rag Apple 
Fobes, 31.05 lbs. butter in seven days, owned by Hargrove and Arnold, Norwalk, 
Iowa. She is sired by a son of Rag Apple Korndyke. 

In the senior two-year-old class the highest of this report are two daughters 
of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 41st, both owned by N. P. Hanson, Westbury, 
Minn. Their names are De Kol Alban Princess 2d (27.36 lbs.) and De Kol Lil- 
lian Korndyke 3d (26.99 lbs.). 

The leading junior two-year-old in this report is a daughter of King Model, 
owned by Gardiner Hall, Jr. & Co., South Willington, Conn. Her name is Jo- 
hanna Segis Model, and her record at 24 months 14 days is 25.29 lbs. 

The list of leaders of the various classes follows:

VALUE OF AN OFFICIAL TEST 


It no doubt would be surprising were 
you to learn of the large number of 
dairy farmers that are inquiring as to 
where they may be able to purchase 
a pure bred bull calf or female as they 
realize as never before the demand for 
such stock as well as the outlet and 
prices for the dairy product. 

Willing to Pay Price. Most of these 
breeders are willing to pay good prices 
for such stock if such animals have 
the backing and no breeder should be 
satisfied if the animal has made only 
enough to qualify, or in other words, 
be admitted to the Advanced Registry, 
as surely this would not mean much 
for foundation stock. 

It is thought by many that the coun- 
try is full of high producing cows if 
they just knew where they were lo- 
cated. But, such is not the case and for 
this very reason the breeder shoula 
aim high as there will never be a sur- 
plus of large record cows nor will they 
ever be sold for less than they are 
worth. It is true, there are a_ large 
number of pure bred cattle throughout 
the Northwest and yet a large per 
cent of this stock has never had a 
chance on an official test and the own- 
er does not know the actual value of 
his animals. 

As a rule, when one sets out to buy 
a herd sire he knows or should know 
the blood line he plans to follow and 
in most cases knows the records of 
both the sire and dam before proceed- 
ing. Then, if the animal in mind is 
the individual that will suit the buyer 
he is willing to pay all it is worth. In 
many cases, you will often find there 
are other animals in this same herd 
that are really better individuals but 
out of untested cows, or stock that has 
barely made the requirements. This in 
itself should satisfy every breede1 
that he cannot afford to take any 
chances on such stock as the founda- 
tion for his future herd. On the other 
hand, there have been a large number 
of great cows bought at a low price, 
given a chance and made wonderful 
records. I have in mind a rather young 
dairyman who paid a little less than 
$2,000 for a young herd sire and it was 
thought by many that the price was 
outrageous, but to his good fortune 
the dam of this young sire made a 
wonderful record and soon after $15, 
000 was refused for the young animal. 
Th's dairyman’s ~’cn is to test and ob- 
tain records of all the females in his 
herd. Then, with this wonderful sire 
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re 

aero come in contact with the 

stockman who is anxious to purchase 

registered pull calf with the inten- 

Sa of going into pure bred stock. He 

has made up his mind that he wih 

no more "chan $125 for this animal 
and there is no question but what he 
will find a number at that price but 
there will be no creditable record very 
close. Then, in so many cases the 
preeder gets discouraged because 
there is no ready market for this off- 
spring and surely he could not expect 

a fancy price as he has nothing but 

the ordinary pure bred to sell and in 
most cases nothing to show the pro- 
duetion of the sire or dam. 

It has been proven time and again 
in many cases the additional price in 
the sale of one calf has more than paid 
for the test. This was the case with a 
Jersey breeder when he purchased a 
thirteen-year-old cow at a very moder- 
ate price and after one year on official 
test was found to produce 673 Ibs. of 
butter under ordinary care, and this 
same breeder is satisfied it is well 
worth while to give her a fair chance 
in her 14th year. At any rate, good 
money has been refused for the year!- 
ing bull calf. The average breeder will 
admit the experience he gained dur- 
ing the first test was worth the price 
in itself. No one should expect ex- 
ceptionally large records unless their 
stock is in fit condition, and ex- 
perience if nothing else, will teach the 
feeder what that condition is. So 
often the beginner seems to feel thar 
a certain ration is not necessary so 
long as the cow’s appetite is satisfied. 
Nevertheless, it is surprising how the 
milk flow will be increased when 
enough of the proper food is given. 
The amount to feed for best results 
can only be learned by experience as 
s0 often these high producing cows 
are over-fed and in this way thrown off 
feed which means a great danger of 
reducing her milk flow and it is not 
always possible to get them back to 
the previous flow. 

You will often find heifers with first 
calf that are true to dairy type and 
yet make very small records. Still as 
they grow older and develop they often 
make very large creditable records 
and I am satisfied that any breeder 
will admit the party in charge is en- 
titled to some of the credit for this 
development or in other words, ex- 
perience was a great teacher. There 
is no way to place the true value on 
any registered animal without an.of- 
ficial record. It is expected that any- 
one wishing to make an official test 
supply their own centrifuge and sul- 
Phuric acid as it would be impossible 
for the supervisor to carry this equip- 
ment. A small open hand machine 
should not be recommended as it is 
more or less dangerous and in most 
Cases the tests are apt to get cold be- 
fore the test is completed. A twelve 
bottle enclosed machine may be had

SOMETHING NEW IN HOLSTEIN 
SALES 


Fditor Holstein-Friesian World : 

There has been a very active de- 
mand for pure bred Holstein cows 
and heifers in the territory of the 
Tricounty Holstein club during the 
past year. In order to supply this de- 
mand, a committee of three was se- 
jected to go to Wisconsin, and bring in 
a carload or more of pure bred Hol- 
steins. This committee consisting of 
J.C. Marlow, Mankato, Geo. McCargar, 
Judson and M. R. Benedict, Mankato, 
selected two carloads of cows and heif- 
ers from the Marshfield and Chippewa 
Falls sales, and from the W. L. Schroe- 
der herd at Allenville. These were 
mostly cows, practically all of good 
type and attractive in appearance. 
The forty head were brought to Man- 
kato, and stabled at the Fair grounds 
until Saturday, May 24th. On the 
morning of May 24th, the cattle were 
led ina parade headed by the city 
band down through the _ principal 
streets and back to the fair grounds. 

In the afternoon, the cattle were put 
up one by one, the price of each stated, 
and as many as wished to bid this 
amount for them placed their names 
in a hat. The first name drawn got the 
cow. In this way, thirty-four head 
were taken as fast as they were put 
up. The other six will be moved with- 
ina few days; as several parties are 
considering their purchase. In as 
much as thirty-five head had been im- 
ported from New York and dispersed 
just previous to this, the rapidity with 
which these were taken up was con- 
sidered very satisfactory. 

The committee was enabled to 
handle the cattle at cost through the 
cooperation of the National Citizens 
Bank of Mankato which furnished the 
Money without interest until the deal 
was Closed. This bank is also carrying 
notes of the buyers at 6 per cent in- 
terest. 

The forty head cost laid down at 
Mankato, $14,485 including an _ in- 
surance fund of $5 per head which was 
set aside to cover any possible losses. 
This made an average of $362.12 per 
head to the purchaser. 

One of the most encouraging things 
about this importation was that ten 
men who had never owned pure bred 
Holsteins bought from this lot. This 
Makes at least twenty-five men whu 
have started with pure bred Holsteins 
in this county during the past year.

FARM WATER SUPPLY USED TO 
COOL MILK 





Dairymen Who Failed to Obtain Ice 
Can Utilize Spring Water During 
Hot Weather 


Dairy farmers who were unable tu 
put in a supply of ice last winter will 
have a serious problem to solve in 
cooling milk during the hot weather. 
The situation is not as hopeless as_ it 
might be, however, since most farm- 
ers in this state have a fairly abund- 
ant supply of water reasonably low 
in temperature which they can use 
to cool the milk if care is taken. 

Two conditions or factors largely 
determine the length at the time milk 
will keep without souring. 

1. The number of bacteria that gev 
into the milk at the time of milking. 

2. The temperature at which the 
milk is held. 

The bacteria may be checked, even 
if ice is not used, by a little more 
care in keeping the cows- clean, by 
keeping the dairy utensils thoroughly 
sealded, and by using a small-topped 
milk pail. 

The effect of temperature upon the 
growth of bacteria in milk was shown 
by dividing a sample of milk contaiu- 
ing about 4500 bacteria into several 
parts and holding it for twelve hours 
at various temperatures. 

Bacteria Count Jumps , 

When the milk was held at 45 de- 
grees for twelve hours, the bacteria 
count was only 9000, at 60 degrees 
the count was 453,000 and at 80 de- 
grees the count was 55,300,000. 

This represents what may easily 
happen in a can of milk between milk- 
ing time at night and the next morn- 
ing. It shows the importance of cool- 
ing the milk promptly to as low a 
temperature as practical. 

Most farmers have either springs 
or wells with water which keeps fair- 
ly cold throughout the summer, and 
by using it to the best advantage the 


milk can be sufficiently cooled so 
there should be little loss during the 
hot weather, even though no ice is 
available. 

The first thing to do is to get a 
thermometer and find out the tem- 
pérature of the water supply. One of 
two methods of cooling may then be 
followed. 

Two Methods Given 

Place the cans immediately after 
milking inatub or tank containing 
water running’ directly from the 
source of supply. A constant stream 
produces best results. Stir the milk 
frequently till the temperature is re- 
duced. 

2. The temperature may be reduced 
much more quickly if the milk is run 
over a cooler containing running 
water. The ordinary conical cooler is 
satisfactory, usually reducing the tem- 
perature of the milk to within three 
or four degrees of the water. The 
night’s milk should then be placed in 
a tank of cold water. 

In using a cooler it should be borne 
in mind that it should not be operated 
in the cow stable, but should be used 
in a room where the air is clean and 
free from odors. 

A little extra care will prevent 
losses from sour milk even without 
the use of ice in cooling—W. A. 
Stocking, Dept. of Dairy Industry, 
New York State College of Agricul- 
ture—From Farm Bureau News. 





SHORT-WEIGHT ICE 


With a rise in the price of ice from 
twenty to one hundred per cent, due 
to a real shortage, owing to the mild 
winter of 1918-19, and to the increased 
cost of labor, it behooves every pur- 
chaser of ice to see to it that he or she 
receives full weight. 

Already the State Bureau of 
Weights and Measures at Albany, has 
received complaints from many cities 
that ice companies, through their 
drivers, are selling short weight ice. 
From one city alone two hundred com- 
plaints were received by the city 
sealer of weights and measures. 

It should be borne in mind, how- 
ever, by theconsumer thatthe State 
Bureau of Weights and Measures has 
no jurisdiction over price fixing, but 
the bureau is ready at all times to aid 
the people of thestate in obtaining 
what is justly their’s: namely, sixteen 
ounces in every pound of any commo- 
dity purchased by avoirdupois weight. 

Ice must be sold by weight and not 
by the chunk or piece, as sO many

drivers try to make their customers 
believe. To this end all purchasers of 
ice should provide themselves with a 
scale to reweigh and thus check up 
the amount received and paid for. For 
example, a cubic foot of ice (1 ft. long, 
1 ft. wide and 1 ft. high) should tip the 
scales at 57144 pounds. Nine cases out 
of ten’ when a driver knows the cus- 
tomer is checking him up, he wil 
take jolly good care to give full 
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measure. However, should further 
trouble be experienced the matter 
should be called to the attention of the 
local official of weights and measures, 
or to Dr. Eugene H. Porter, Commis- 
sioner of the Division of Foods and 
Markets, who will take it up through 
his Bureau of Weights and Measures 
and will be glad to see that the prac- 
tice of short-weighting is stopped.— 
State of New York Dept. Farm & 
Markets. ; 


The Dutch Friesian in Britain 
By J. J. BRICKLEY 


C. E. F., England, 


The Canadian type of Holstein, as 
we know it, has been developed from 
the Dutch-Friesian, which was ori- 
ginally imported to America from 
Holland, as well as the Holstein, from 
the Province of Holstein in North Ger- 
many. The two breeds, although very 
similar in all respects, were kept dis- 
tinct for some time but later were 
combined under the name of Holstein- 
Friesian. 

The Dutch Friesian is found in Eng- 
land today, in what is practically its 
original form, and after one has had 
an opportunity of seeing these ani- 
mals, he cannot fail to notice the very 
radical difference from the type whicun 
has been developed by our American 
and Canadian breeders. Of the differ- 
ent herds throughout England, that of 
Mr. Bromet, at Tadcaster, in York- 
shire, is probably the best representa- 
tive sample, his herd being headed by 
an imported bull of the great “Boter- 
mijn” family. 

The differences in type may be at- 
tributed to the different uses for which 
the animals have been bred and de- 
veloped. *We find Canadian breeders 
developing their animals almost solely 
for milk production, whereas the Eng- 
lish breeders aim to produce an animal 
in which they give equal prominence 
to color, conformation and _ produc- 
tion. Moreover, the English breeder 
will not sacrifice color or conforma- 
tion for high milk production or vice- 
versa. 

Fleshy Animals 

If we consider the actual differences 
in the two types, the outstanding fea- 
tures of the Dutch breed are the gener- 
al tendency to heavy conformation 
and fleshiness, the heavy development 
of the shoulders, with the lack of the 
three wedges considered so essential 
in our Canadian type, the comparative 
lack of capacity, the darker color ot 
the Dutch animal, the lower standard 
of milk production and the higher per- 
centage of fat it contains. 

The marked superiority in the 
capacity of our Canadian type is to be 
expected with higher milk production, 
which must mean the consumption of 
more food. The preponderance of 


solid black markings in the Dutch ani- | 


mals is a very pleasing contrast to the 
lighter coloring that has been very 
evident during the past few years in 
Canadian herds. Canadian breeders 
might well take a lesson from the 
Dutch in this respect, as the tendency 
to lighter color may be a detriment to

the breed, because, other things being 
equal, the lighter colored animal, un- 
less in good condition and_ thrifty, 
never has as good an appearance as an 
evenly balanced color or one tending 
to have a slighty larger amount of 
black. 

The greatest misconception in the 
minds of English breeders of the 
Dutch animal seems to be, that as 
soon as one begins to breed away from 
their heavy type to our milk produc- 
ing type, he must do so at the ex- 
pense of constitution. Anyone who has 
had the opportunity of handling such 
animals as May Echo and May Echo 
Sylvia knows quite well that this is 
not the case, in fact very few of our 
good producers that produce good pro- 
ducers can be seriously faulted on this 
point. 

A Dual Purpose Animal 

Both the Canadian and Dutch types 
have their place and both types, un- 
der their own conditions, are economi- 
cal producers. For the man that de- 
sires a good, thrifty, moderate feeding, 
dual purpose animal that will produce 
a fair amount of milk with an average 
fat content over four per cent, as well 
as young stock that will make the 
best of veal or good feeders, the Dutch 
type of animal is certainly much su- 
perior to our Canadian type. On the 
other hand aman _ having a_ large 
amount of bulky and succulent feed at 
his disposal and wishing to produce 
only a large quantity of milk, woula 
find the Canadian type the more eco- 
nomical producer. 

It is regrettable that the foot and 
mouth disease, which is so prevalent 
in Holland, makes exportation impos- 
sible, for it is undeniable that this 
type could fill a very useful sphere of 
activity on Canadian farms. The Eng- 
lish breeders are only able to import 
a limited number at long intervals, and 
then under the strictest supervision 
and quarantine rules. However, we 
may safely look forward to the day 
when we will import this type and 
have as good or better dual purpose 
animals than the much talked of 
Shorthorn.

In the case of the Fairmont 
ery Company of New York, — 
branch office in Buffalo, which pur- 
chases milk from producers in West- 
ern New York, Commissioner Wilson 
directed tests be made of milk deliver- 
ed to the company by agents of the 
Division of Agriculture as a result of 
complaints that the company was not 
crediting producers with correct per- 
centages of butter fat. 

Agents obtained evidence which has 
been submitted to the Attorney Gener- 
al. Papers in a complaint against the 
company have been filed in Supreme 
Court in Buffalo in which it is alleged 
that producers were not credited with 
the amount of butter fat contained in 
milk purchased by the company in the 
early months of this year. 

In some instances it is alleged there 
was a discrepancy against the prv- 
ducer of five per cent. The milk 1s 
shipped by producers to the company’s 
Buffalo branch at 170 Michigan 
Avenue. It is charged that some pro- 
ducers delivering 4.5 per cent milk 
were rated at 4.0 per cent, and that 
there were lesser discrepancies in 
other cases. 

“Strict enforcement of the law pro- 
viding for correct butter fat testing 1s 
simply a matter of justice to the 
producers,” said Commissioner Wil- 
son, “and the Division of Agriculture 
will ue its forces to prevent any 
abuses along this line. Reports sub- 
mitted tu me of any discrepancies will 
be given prompt attention.”—State of 
New York Dept. Farms & Markets.

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and if he tries to buy a bull on pedi 
gree, becomes perplexed by what he 
hears and eventually gets from under 
this uncomfortable situation by decid. 
ing on the basis of price alone or upon 
some fad. The higher priced bull, re- 
gardless of value, has no chance with 
him, and as is well known, the “Just as 
good” grade bull is frequently chosen. 

Much has been written in support 
of the leading bulls in an attempt to 
establish the supremacy or king of all. 


Their showing has often depended © 


upon the writer’s own opinion as he 
naturally was attempting to bring out 
the superior qualities of his favorite 
sire. Others have made comparisons 
on the number of daughters in the ad- 
vanced registry, the number of 30- 
pound daughters, 600-pound daughters, 
etc., yet the arguments do not generai- 
ly carry conviction nor do they give 
the final word. As a matter of fact 
all of the sires that have reached the 
century mark in point of numbers are 
great sires, and are satisfactorily pre- 
potent for milk producing qualities. 
But there is a long, long list of sires 
with tested daughters ranging from a 
half dozen to 100. Upon what basis 
can these be intelligently judged or 
compared? ‘The number of daughters 
varying in age from two years to ma- 
turity, does not afford a basis for in- 
telligent selection without careful 
study and an acquaintance of the fam- 
ily to which such a bull or cow be- 
longs. 

The Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ As- 
sociation of Connecticut, Inc. has for 
some time been seriously and sincerely 
interested in the general improvement 
of the Holstein herds in this state. As 
they see it, it is not merely a matter 
of getting a pure bred bull at the head 
of the many herds, but the procedure 
from which great results can be _ har- 
vested, must insure that a good bull is 
placed there. It is recognized that 
many pure bred bulls born are unfit 
to be used for breeding purposes and 
the. plan aims to discourage the use 
of grades and scrub pure breds, at 
the same time pointing the way to the 
high class purebred. Most of the cat- 
tle of the state already show a pre- 
ponderance of blood of some dairy 
breed. The problem now tackled by 
the Holstein men is to stamp higher 
production upon the oncoming gener- 
ations of their Holstein herds. A com- 
mittee consisting of R. E. Dodge, Wash- 
ington, H. E. Denmark, Ridgefield, and 
G. C. White, chairman, Storrs, was ap- 
pointed. The following is the plan as 
adcpted: 

Basis for Consideration 

1. No bull will be considered for ap- 
proval from a dam over four years of 
age not having an advanced registry 
record, unless daily milk records for 
a year or complete lactation period 
are submitted in lieu thereof. The 
milk record sheet for at least one 
month must accompany the statemenr 
of production. 

2. Records of the dam as indicated 
in (1) should be supplemented by au- 
thenticated daily or yearly records of 
the grandams if latter are untested: 
some _ reliable person who is familiar 
with each such animal shall state the 
production in writing over his or her 
own signature. 

3. Other ancestors will be given the

communities, which meant a reduced 
mortality, he said. 

Mr. Raul contended that _ineffi- 
ciency on the farm meant higher cost 
of production. “It’s not fair to the con- 
suming public,” he said, “to be ineffi- 
cient in milk production and then ex- 
pect the buyer to pay another cent a 
quart. Be efficient and give clean 
milk from good clean herds and in 2 
cleanly way.” 

Speaking of the publicity campaign 
which the dairy council was about 
to put on, the speaker contended that 
the farmer was in an industry which 
he ought to be proud of. “Every pound 
of butter which you sell is nothing 
more or less than one pound of crystal- 
lized sunshine,” he declared. 

It was decided to hold the next 
annual picnic in the near future, the 
date to be announced soon. The As- 
sociation will also get out what they 
call a boosting pamphlet, containing a 


complete roster of the members, which, 


will be distributed to the various parts 
of the state. 10,000 copies of this 
pamphlet will be printed.

AT THE MEETING, ETC. 
By E. M. Hastings. 


H. V. Noyes of the Oneida Com- 
munity, whose numerous duties in- 
clude entire supervision of the Com- 
munity’s extensive farms and large 
herd of purebred Holsteins, was ex- 
changing opinions with a group of 
Holstein friends when the labor ques- 
tion came up for discussion. “In the 
Community,” said Mr. Noyes, “we have 
succeeded in avoiding strikes during 
the period when on account of the 
rapidly increasing high cost of living 
the problem of maintaining a just re- 
lation between wages and living ex- 
penses has been difficult to solve. Back 
in 1916 our Board of Directors agreed 
upon a plan which was put into im- 
mediate effact and has seemed to 
work to the entire satisfaction of all 
concerned. We decided to maintain 
the purchasing power of the wages 
paid our employees by applying to 
the wage scale Bradstreet’s index num- 
ber denoting the increase in the cost 
of living. This meant that if living ex- 
penses increased 10 per cent, each em- 
ployee would receive extra compensa- 
tion to the amount of 10 per cent. In 
practice we made out each worker’s 
check for the amount originally his 
due and added a separate check for 
the percentage of increase determined 
by the Bradstreet calculation. Accord- 
ingly, the two thousand or more em- 
ployees of the Oneida Community have 
been able to meet the increased cost 
of living without loss or hardships and 
the plan has been eminently satisfac- 
tory to all concerned. Our workers 
are satisfied, prosperous and loyal and 
in consequence they have not been in- 
terested in the slightest degree in any 
overtures that have been held out by 
organized labor in allied industries 
looking toward the organization of 
strikes.” 

* * * 

For the first time within the memory 
of “the oldest inhabitant” E. A. Powell 
was not among those in attendance at 
the Annual Meeting. Always alert, 
clear-headed, and forceful he has in- 
fluenced popular opinion in the Asso- 
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ciation ever since its organization to 
a greater degree without doubt than 
any other living man. A year ago he 
was one of the two men at Milwaukee 
holding sufficient proxies to rule the 
convention. To those who have come 
to know him during recent years it has 
hardly seemed possible that he could 
have been approaching the four-score 
mark but as a matter of fact he is now 
in his eighty-second year. 

Last summer Mr. Powell suffered a 
collapse as the result of undue ex- 
posure to the heat of the sun and for 
many months was reduced to a state 
of semi-invalidism from which he is 
now slowly recovering. During recent 
weeks he has participated in com- 
mittee meetings and other business 
activities and if his extraordinary am- 
bition, which continues as good as 
ever, can be kept within proper 
bounds, his friends are hoping that 
by the time of the next annual meeting 
he will be as good as new again.

W. B. Barney, for the past half dozen 
years Iowa’s capable Dairy and Food 
Commissioner, has long been an active 
force in the Association and by reason 
of his good judgment as well as on 
account of the special knowledge that 
he has been able to acquire in his 
official position his opinion on matters 
relating to food and health ought to 
carry special weight. In response to 
my inquiry regarding his physical well- 
being he replied, “I am feeling extra 
good, in fact the best I ever have. 
You know there was a time when my 
health was not at all what it should 
be. In particular I suffered greatly 
from sleeplessness and then it oc- 
curred to me that I might profitably 
try the virtues of butter-milk. I had 
long been an advocate of the value of 
Holstein milk as an aid to health and 
it came to me that I certainly ought 
to be willing to make a trial of the 
medicine I had been prescribing. In 
my case the beneficial effects were 
immediate. Within a day or two of 
the time I commenced taking the but- 
ter-milk beverage, I found my _ in- 
somnia ended. I could drop off to 
sleep upon first going to bed and sleep 
right through until morning. From that 
time on I continued to improve and 
naturally I have become more enthu- 
siastic than ever in recommending 
Holstein milk for health.” 

At the meeting considerable mention 
was made of the superiority of Hol- 
stein milk in respect to its “vita- 
mines,” two mysterious substances 
that have defied chemical analysis and 
that are proved to have a powerful ef- 
fect upon growth. W. E. Freehoff un- 
der the heading “Feed Your Body Vita- 
mines” presents in the June “Illus- 
trated World” facts to show how vita- 
mines affect the development of grow- 
ing animals. Referring to an experi- 
ment conducted under the direction 
of Milton C. Potter of the Milwaukee 
public schools which provides milk for 
children from certain schools whose 
pupils, usually breakfasting on black 
coffee and plain bread, suffer severely 
from malnutrition and in consequence 
are ill and undeveloped physically 
and also dull and unresponsive men- 
tally, he says, “The experiment of 
ziving these children milk has now 
been carried on far enough to judge 
somewhat of the results. The digestive 
disorders of these children are being 
overcome by the milk gliet; they are 
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show that fed alone, i 
milk are about sveniy gir can _— 
cient; that is, the system is able to 
absorb more than two-thirds of cae 
growth-promoting properties of milk 
On the other hand, the proteins of corn 
which is one of our best grains eae 
fed alone are only about thirty ; 
cent efficient. If, however, milk we 
corn are mixed, the combined protein 
from the corn and milk are about mn 
ty per cent efficient. In other words, 
the high grade proteins of milk have 
the power of raising the value of the 
low-grade proteins of cereals. The ap- 
plication of this principle shows on 
in order to get the greatest possible 
benefit of milk, it is not necessary to 
feed it exclusively either to children 
or the animal young, but to combine 
milk with cereals and other foods and 
feeds.” The writer then describes the 
results of an attempt at the Wisconsin 
Station to grow pigs by two methods. 
some, of the pigs being given a well. 
balanced ration of a cereal mixture 
while the other pigs were fed the same 
cereal ration with a liberal quantity 
of skim milk added. “At the end of the 
test, the pigs receiving the skim milk 
were over three times as heavy as 
their less fortunate competitors. Cer. 
eals are always deficient in minerals 
which can be made up by the addition 
of milk.” 

In conclusion Mr. Freehoff says, “In 
its application to our own diet, we 
begin to see the scientific basis back 
of our old-fashioned bowl of bread 
and milk, or corn meal mush and 
milk, or oatmeal and milk. In fact, 
the milk that the Irishman puts into 
his potatoes is the factor which pre- 
vents the everlasting spud from prov- 
ing the ruin of the Irish stomach and 
the Hibernian’s splendid physique.” 





CONCERNING HIGH PRICES 


An editorial in a recent number of 
Breeders’ Gazette carries an idea that 
we believe is a good one, namely that 
what a purchaser of a high priced ani- 
mal does with that animal is of more 
importance than the price paid. Re 
ferring more particularly to the Here- 
ford, Shorthorn and Angus breeds than 
to our own, the Gazette fears that 
too many millionaires are paying fab- 
ulous prices for animals, only to grow 
tired of their playthings, and to close 
out their herd at “a big discount.” At 
cnce there occurs to all of us at least 
one big business man who engaged in 
Holstein breeding “on the side,” and 
when the time came to close out, did 
so, not at a discount, but at a tre- 
mendous premium, breaking all exist- 
ing records for sale prices. We be- 
lieve, however, that there is so much 
gocd sense embodied in the editorial, 
that we are reprinting the following 
extract. We also believe that most of 
our capitalist friends in the Holstein 
business do follow the suggestion con-

Buyers of 
highest-priced animals are not 
tickers; they are not dependent on 
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salesmanship for their income. In 
some instances they grow tired of 
pedigree herds as playthings after a 
few years, and sell out, usually at a big 
discount. When they do, humbler 
breeders and farmers have an oppor- 
tunity of buying good seed at bargain 
prices. 

“Most of the well-to-do men who have 
bought stock at high prices are ambi- 
tious to build up superexcellent herds;

All previous figures for consignment sale averages were far surpassed in 
the First Annual Sale of Minnesota Holsteins, under the auspices of the 
Minnesota Holstein-Friesian Association. This initial event, which was held 
June 12 on the Schroeder Farm at Moorhead, resulted in a total of $217,796 for 
76 head, which gives the sensational average of $2865 per head. The highest 
previous average for a consignment sale was the National sale at Milwaukee 
in June 1918, which showed an average of $2430. The Cabana sale in May 1919 
now stands as the only sale of dairy animals boasting a higher average than this 
Minnesota event, but that sale with its average of $3337, was a dispersal and 
not a consignment sale. 

The fundamental factors in the success of the Minnesota Breeders’ sale 
were that the breeders and sale committee alike went about the project with 
the determination to make it thoroughly representative of Minnesota quality 
and to tell the public about it, truthfully, conservatively and in a manner to 
reflect the real merit of the offerings. The results of the sale came about 
simply because everybody back of the sale made good on their determination. 
The breeders selected of their very best, the sale committee was conscientious 
in its duty and rejected every animal offered that failed to measure up to the 
standard they had established, and finally an advertising campaign was put 
through more extensive and complete than was ever worked out for any 
previous state sale. These facts, in connection with the enviable reputation of 
Minnesota Holsteins in the matter of health, individuality, size and long-distance 
production, were a practical guarantee of outstanding success. The record- 
breaking results, therefore, are only a tribute to the nerve of the men who 
offered some of the real tops of their herds for the public to take at its own 
price, and to their judgment in insuring their investment through advertising 
and publicity. 

There are many interesting features of the sale which deserve extended 
mention. For the special benefit of other sale managers we would call par- 
ticular attention to the fact that the first animal in the ring was one of the 
outstanding offerings of the sale, and there can be no question but that her 
sale, after a spirited contest, for $10,100—-the highest price for a female in 
the entire sale—had much to do with getting things started right, and added 
many more dollars to the sale total than appears on the records of the sale.

Also 
they were outstanding individuals, which made an almost irresistible com- 
bination. Two of the three—Jenny Wren Pietertje and Colantha Pietertje 
Lass, were purchased by Aitken Bros., Waukesha, Wis., and the third, Miss 
Minita Pietertje Ormsby by the Ramsey County Home, St. Paul. This institu- 
tion was one of the heaviest purchasers in the sale, taking many of the best 
offerings. Altogether they bought 10 head for a total of $32,725. 

The real sensation of the sale, as many expected, proved to be the 
proven sire, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 41st, son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes and the grand old matron, Spring Brook Bess Burke, who has been 
called the greatest mother of the breed. Representing as he does a nick in 
breeding that has no superior in proven production of both milk and butter 
in long and short periods, combined with size and individuality, and with a 
splendid list of young daughters of his own, breeders from many sections of 
the country were present or represented, and determined to buy him at prices

above anything previously paid in the Northwest. The bidding started off very 
briskly, J. E. McMahon of the Ramsey County Home and E. C. Schroeder 
quickly carrying him to the $20,000 mark. At that point Good Hold Farms 
of Mentor, Ohio, represented by Mr. Long, the manager, entered a couple of 
bids, but their limit was reached at $25,000. Gustav Pabst of Dousman, Wis., 
who was present with his manager, Fred Southcott, started at $26,000, and for 
a while it looked as though this might be enough to buy him. Soon however 
McMahon came back with a syndicate of other breeders and the bidding 
started again. At $35,000 Mr. Schroeder announced that he would take a 
half interest in the bull with whoever purchased him at whatever price he 
might bring. An exciting contest then ensued between Mr. McMahon for the 
Ramsey County Home and Mr. Pabst. When McMahon’s bid of $60,000 was 
raised to $65,000 by Pabst, the former threw up his hands, and Col. Mack struck 
off to Pabst and Schroeder the bull that is believed by those in the best position 
to know to be the most logical candidate to carry on the good work of Sir 
Pietertie Ormsby Mercedes. Mr. Gustav Pabst, who is a brother to Fred 
Pabst, is developing a very high class herd at his Hollyhock and Tamarack 
Farms in Waukesha County. It is thus assured that Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes 41st will have a real opportunity for development. His two-year-old daugh- 
ters already have made records up to over 27 lbs. 

Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 14th, the other great son of the grand old 
sire consigned to the sale, was finally struck off to O. J. Grover, Glyndon, Minn. 
at $11,500, after a spirited contest with Good Hold Farms, Mentor, Ohio, who 
stopped at $11,000. Other contenders were Wm. Bishop of Chimacum, Wash. 
and John M. Dennis of Lutherville, Md. “Fourteenth” was showing in the best 
form of his career, and looked as though he would be absolutely unbeatable 
this season. J 

The even quality of the offerings and the strength of the demand is shown 
from the fact that 52 of the 76 animals sold brought into four figures, while 
only five head sold for less than $500, the low price being $275 for a bull calf 
only a few weeks old. The three daughters and two sons of Sir Pietertje Orms- 
by Mercedes sold in the sale brought a total of $106,600. 

The selling force consisted of Cols. Mack, Gue, Krause and Riley, with 
Hastings as pedigree expert.

4. In case of a tried bull the great- 
est emphasis will be placed upon his 
progeny in milk; and where the dam 
of a bull has one or more milking 
daughters special attention will be 
given to them. 

5. Every person seeking advice on a 
prospective bull must submit state- 
ment of the estimated production of 
milk, or fat of the herd he desires to 
use the bull upon, as well as the actual 
or estimated production of at least 
one-third of the best cows, and must 
give the registry numbers of at least 
one-third of the registered females. 

6. Every prospective buyer who de- 
sires advice and help in selecting one 
of an approved list of bulls may se- 
cure the help of some neutral party in 
whom he has confidence.

A report of the artivities of the 
Walla-Walla Valley Cow Testing Asso- 
ciation goes another step toward sub- 
stantiating our own belief in regard 
to the superiority of the black and 
white cow over her sister breeds.

others every time and everywhere. 
The Walla-Walla Honor Roll for the 
month of May contains 28 names, of 
which 18 are Holsteins. The first six 
places are held by our favorite breed, 
which holds nine out of the first ten. 
Also the only two herds in the associa- 
tion to have five or more cows that 
produced between 40 and 50 Ib. butter 
fat during the month of May were 
both Holstein herds. , May the good 
work go on and the fame of the black 
and white cow increase in testing as- 
sociation as well as in official and 

semi-official work..

CHEAPEST 


A recent contributor to the Breed- 
ers’ Gazette has figured out in dollars 
and cents the comparative value of a 
$500 Holstein heifer purchased by 
James W. Hamm, Allen Co., Kansas, 
and any good grade valued at $100. 
The purebred heifer was said to be 
able to produce 13 lb. butter fat in a 
week on the average the year round, 
while the grade was considered able 
to produce 6 lb. fat a week. The calves 
of the purebred were valued at $150 
each—not an exorbitant figure—and 
those of the grade at $25. Butter was 
considered worth 45 cents a -pound, 
silage is valued at $6 a ton, alfalfa at 
$20, coficentrates at $60, and five 
months pasture at $3 per month. His 
figures follow: 

The $500 cow for the first year 
must be debited with $30 interest, $25 
risk at 5 per cent, $2 for taxes and in- 
surance, and $185.40 for feed and care, 
a total of $742.40. He credited her with 
$357.30 for 794 pounds of butter at 45 
cents, and $150 for her calf, a total of 
$507.30. For the second year the bal- 
lance due on the cow was $233.10. He 
debited her with $14.10 for second 
year’s interest, $11.75 for risk, $2 for 
taxes and insurance, and $185.40 for 
feed and care, or a total of $448.35. For 
the second year he gave her credit for 
$507.30, as before, so that the balance 
to the credit of the cow at the end 
of the second year was $58.95. 

On the other hand, the $100 cow 
was debited the first year with $6 in- 
terest, $5 risk, $2 taxes and insurance, 
and $117.40 for feed and care, a total 
of $229.90. She was credited with 
$116.10 for 258 pounds of butter and 
$25 for her calf, a total of $141.10. The 
second year there was an $88.80 bal- 
ance due on the $100 cow, and she was 
charged with $5.33 interest, $4.44 risk, 
$1.50 taxes and insurance, and $117.40 
for feed and care, a total of $217.47. 
Her credits for the year were again 
figured at $141.10. Thus the balance 
due on the $100 cow at the end of the 
second year was $76.37.

NEW YORK STATE TO SUPPLY 
FRANCE WITH HOLSTEINS 

The morning paper brings the news 
that T. H. Holland, Syracuse and T. S. 
Shotwell, Skaneateles, have contract- 
ed with representatives of the French 
government to furnish no less than 
2000 head of dairy cattle to replace 
the many destroyed herds of that 
country. The cattle are to be purchas- 
ed in the state of New York, and are to 
be mainly grade Holsteins, although 
the French government will accept as 
high as 25 per cent Shorthorns. 

The contract calls for the delivery of 
1000 head this month and 1000 more 
next month, the cattle to be shipped 
from Newport News, Va. New York 
State being the leading Holstein state, 
both for grades and pure breds, it 
should not be difficult for the men 
who are holding this contract to obtain 
what they want. 

The cattle to be exported must pass 
the inspection of the French authori- 
ties who are in this country now, and 
must be tuberculin tested. The repre- 
sentatives of the French government 
are well acquainted with the values 
of cattle, and will not stand for any 
attempt at boosting quotations. 

Specifications call for heifers from 
18 months to 2 years old of a mini- 
mum weight of 700 lbs. for 2-year-old 
heifers a minimum of 800 lbs., for 3- 
year-olds 900 and for 4-year-olds 1000 
Ibs. Cows between the ages of 5 and 
6 years must weigh not less than 1100 
lbs., and no animal over 6 years old 
will be accepted. 

We believe that the government of 
France is taking the right stand in filt- 
ing up their greatly depleted herds 
with cattle of this high quality, and 
we as Holstein enthusiasts glory in 
their judgment in selecting our favor- 
ite breed for this purpose. 

The French are placing orders with 
other countries, including Canada, and 
repeat orders here will depend on 
satisfaction given. Washington offi- 
cials declare that export trade in dairy 
cattle can be established for years to 
come by filling the orders of France 
with animals of the highest quality, 
and it is this quality only that the New 
York State agents will accept.

is worthy of notice. It is based upon 
the advanced registry requirements, 
and a mature cow producing 720 
pounds of fat in one year would have 
a 200 per cent. rating since her re- 
quirements are 360 pounds. Like- 
wise a heifer just two years of age 
would have a 200 per cent. rating 
upon producing 501 pounds of fat, 


since her requirements were 250.5~ 


pounds. When seven-day records are 
considered a correction is made for the 
milk produced as pointed out in 
paragraph (c) under “Table of Ad: 
vanced Registry Requirements”. It 
is a well-known fact when a seven-day 
test is made within the first 60 days 
after freshening, that the per cent. fat 
will depend largely upon the condition 
and handling of the cow. No fair 
minded man will argue that a record 
of 24 pounds of fat from 480 pounds of 
milk (test 5 per cent.) is as valuable 
an indication of the productive ability 
of that cow as 685 pounds of milk with 
the same fat yield (test 3.5 per cent). 
Hence, since there is a_ difference 
here of 205 pounds of milk and 0.1 
point is deducted for each one pound 
of milk below a normal production 
for the breed, the rating for the 485 
pound cow would be 180 per cent. in- 
stead of 200 per cent. (200% — 20.5) = 
180%. 

Under “Basis of Consideration” 
paragraph 3, the plan now provides 
for a definite measurement of their 
ancestors back for four generations. 
By getting the average production of 
all the tested progeny of a sire or a 
dam and finding their average require- 
ments, making necessary corrections 
for the age, the production can be 
stated simply by percentage for the 
whole list. When additional records 
are made these can easily be placed 
to the credit of such sire or dam. 

The supplementary data simply 
gives a more definite idea of what the 
percentage provides when expressed 
in terms of milk production. The 
milk puts it in terms that can be 
generally understood in this section. 

Upon application these ratings will 
be applied under the following con- 
ditions: 

(1) To the herd sire, prospective 
herd sire or bulls offered for sale by 
members of the Association. 

(2) To anyone in the state seeking 
information for their guidance in 
selecting bulls. 

It is admitted that individuality of 
the sire and his ancestry are import- 
ant, but to take this into considera- 
tion would render such a plan unwork- 
able. Men can look into this matter 
themselves or secure someone to do 


it for them. A committee to carry out 
this work for two years consists of R. 
E. Dodge, Storrs; F. M. Peasley, 
Cheshire; H. E. Denmark, Ridgefield;

WHY THEY BREED HOLSTEINS 


The Holstein-Friesian Salesman is a 
publication put out annually by the 
South Dakota Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation, the 1919 copy of which has 
recently been received by this office. 
On the cover is a very attractive pic- 
ture of Tilly Alcartra, with a few 
statistics as to her records. Inside we 
find the advertisements of no less than 
thirty-five South Dakota and one from 
Minnesota, also the advertisement of 
one breeders’ association. There 1s 
also an introduction to the pamphlet, 
entitled “Shall we keep cows? Why 
and what kind?” The following points 
are brought out as to why we breed 
Holsteins. Of course we know all this 
already, but it might be convenient 
some time, to settle an argument, to 
have these points arranged 
and in order as they are in the Sales- 
man. 

First as to average production of 
milk and _ butterfat. The Advanced 
Registers of the different dairy breeds 
show figures for several thousand 
cows. The average production of all 


the Holsteins in these tests. ex-- 
ceeds by far all other breeds in 
average production. When we look 


at the figures for those that 
have produced 1000 Ibs. fat in one 
year we find. twenty-seven Holsteins, 
four Guernseys, two Jerseys and no 
Avrshires. Five Holsteins have produc- 
ed over 30,600 Ibs. of milk in one year 
while but one cow of other breeds has 
produced as much as 25,000 Ibs. of 
milk in one year. For the greatest pro- 
duction the choice must then lie with 
the Holsteins. 

Second, consider the form in which 
the product is to be marketed. Milk is 
generally sold by the hundred pounds. 
So that the greatest profit will be got- 
ten from the cows that produce the 
most milk. If cream is marketed the 
basis of payment is a pound of fat and 
as the Holstein produces the greatest 
amount of fat she will bring in the 
larsest returns; also the amount of 
skim-milk produced by the Holstein is 
far in excess of cows of the’ other 
breeds. 

The “Survival of the Fittest,” shows 
that the severe winters of our nor- 
thern states and Canada is none too 
severe for the robust constitution of 
the Holstein cow. Some other breeds 
whose cows have a more delicate con- 
stitution and whose production is less 
than the Holsteins may do as well in 
the hot regions of the South. Cows of 
smaller size consume a proportionate- 
ly larger amount of grain or concen- 
trated feeds. Such feeds are in many 
cases in a form that can be used for 
human consumption. The dairy cow 
that serves the world most efficiently 
is the one that converts the roughage 
feeds into dairy products that humans 
can utilize.

SOILING CROPS FOR MILK PRO. 
DUCTION 

Bulletin 187 for the Agricultural Ex. 

periment Station of Iowa State College 


of Agriculture is a pamphlet by L. §. 
Gillette, A. C. McCandlish and H. H. 


Kildee, on the topic mentioned above. 


While particularly adapted to farmers 
of Iowa, we feel that the contents of 
the pamphlet might be of interest as 
well as of value to dairymen all over 
the United States. We are, according- 
ly, publishing a brief summary of the 
bulletin in topical form. 

1. During a large part of the sum- 
mer, pasture does not provide suffi- 
cient succulence for dairy cows in 
Iowa. 

2. A system of partial soiling may be 
used with success in this section. 

3. Soiling will support more cows on 
a given area than will any other 
system of cropping and less concen- 
trated feed will be required. 

4. The average of seven years work 
at this station indicates that 42 cows 
may be kept during the summer 
months on 20 acres of pasture and 12 
acres of soiling. 

5. The inerease in wages paid farm 
labor adds greatly to the cost of pro- 
ducing soiling crops. 

6. The yield of soiling varies with 
the season and crop. 

7. Climatic conditions largely de- 
termine the best time of harvesting 
and the length of the period of avail- 
ability. 

Soiling Suggestions 

1. For Iowa a system of partial soil- 
ing, because of the relatively high cost 
of labor, the general availability of 
pasture, and the difficulty of maintain- 
ing a succession of green crops, 18 
more practicable than a system of 
complete soiling involving dry lot 
feeding. 

2. Success in soiling depends on ob- 
taining a proper sequence of succu 
lence. 

3. Provide at least two or three 
crops in the soiling system, as this 
gives variety to the ration. 

4. Grow as many legumes as possi- 
ble.. 

5. Where silage is not available soil- 
ing should be used to supplement 
scanty summer pastures.

When the association was first or- 
ganized it was a question whether 
40 pounds of fat per month would be 
placing the standard too high, but it 
has now become evident that a 60- 
pound test would not be too small, as 
there were nine cows that gave more 
than 60 lbs. of fat in April. 


In spite of the high price of feed 
during the winter, most of the cows 
have been producing at a profit. But- 
ter fat price has averaged about 64c 
per pound, while the average cost of 
producing a pound of butter fat was 
approximately 45c. 

The Jackson County Association was 
the fourth to be organized in Kansas. 
Its membership is composed of wide- 
awake dairymen. About 50 per cent 
of the cows used are purebred. Every 
herd in the association is headed by a 
purebred bull.

TUBERCULOSIS SITUATION IN 
MINNESOTA VERY ENCOURAGING 


Representatives of the state live 
stock sanitary board are busy at 
present testing the various herds in 
this part of Minnesota to determine 
if any of the animals are affected with 
tuberculosis. This testing in this coun- 
ty will be some time in June, according 
to a statement to a representative of 
The Tribune by County Agent J. J. 
McCann today. 

Two cows in herds near Shevlin 
were found to be afflicted with tuber- 
culosis by Dr. Johnson and Dr. Sand 
of St. Paul who: tested the thirteen 
herds containing 136 head, in the Shev- 
lin Holstein Bull association last 
week. These animals will be disposed 
of and slaughtered under State and 
Federal supervision, and the owners 
will be re-imbursed by the same au- 
thorities at two-thirds of the appraised 
value. 

J. R. Rander, of the state board, 
spent four days in eastern Marshall 
county last week giving the tuberculin 
test to the purebred herds on the 
farms of L. Lamberson & Son, Spauld- 
ing Farm Company, Chas. Franks, Ed. 
Rosendahl and G. N. Morkassel, Mr. 
Rander reports that he found these 
herds all in excellent condition and 
that out of over 200 head of cattle he 
found only one that was reactionary 
and that one was very doubtful. 

Some of these herds were tested last 
year while others were tested for the 
first time now.
